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Two YRARS OFr POSTAL BANKS. 

Our posta] savings bank experiment will be two 
years old on Jan. 3 next, the anniversary of the 
start with 48 banks under the act of June 26, 1910. 
Deposits now amount to $28,000,000, on which the 
Government pays 2 per cent interest and of which 
it-loans out 95 per cent at 24% per cent interest. 
The total income from the banks is accordingly 
only about $138,000. 

The same critics who for years opposed postal 
savings banks successfully are now charging that 
the Government loses money on them. It seems 
that it does. Care is taken fo keep the banks 
from requiring additional help at local postoffices, 
but they- have unavoidably *caused an increase of 
160 or 160 clerks in the Postoftice Department at 
Washington. These clerks average more than 
$1000 each, so the bank cost in help alone is 
more than $30,000 fn exeess of the.bank income, 
to say nothing of the cost for blanks and other 
printing. 

But as a substitute for the family sock and an 
encouragement of saving habits in too suspicious 
and other persons, the postal banks are worth 
a good deal more than the modest deficit wmounts 
to. And when the total deposits reach.§$75,000,000 
or $100,000,000, as they will in a-few years, the 
banks will bay a neat profit to the people.

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Milk in Country” Are Re- 
viewed at Length. 


A discussion of the bill which 
seeks to improve what Health Com- 
missioner Starkloff terms “one of the 
worst milk supplies in the country” 
is contained in a booklet published 
by the Central Council of Civic Or- 
ganizations. The Board of Health is 
responsible for the bill, which was 
drawn up after conferences between 
the milk dealers and the Housing and 
Sanitary Committee of the Civic 
League and wag introduced Sept. 20 
by Dr. R. A, Walker, member of the 
House of Delegates. 

A study of the situation is con- 
tained in “The Milk Problem in St. 
Louls,”’ which is the report of an in- 
vestigation gonducted in 1911 by Mrs. 
Minnie D. Weiss and Miss Elizabeth 
Moore of the St. Louls School of So- 
clal Economy. 

The report states that the district 
from which 8t. Louls gets most of 
its milk is included In a sone extend- 
ing from 2% to 100 miles from the city 
into Western Illinois and compara- 
tively little of it comes from Hastern 
Missouri, where there are few dairy 
farms and only seattered dairy cen- 
ters. , 


One-Fourth Produced in City. 

In 1911, according to the -report, 
estimates stated that one-fourth of 
the milk seld in St. Louts was pro- 
duced within the city amd that about 
5000 cows were then kept in the city, 
in 175 dairies having from four to 150 
cows each. Most of the cows stood in 
the stable practically all the time, 
without opportunity to move about. 
This confinement is so hard on them, 
the report states that they can be 
kept only one season. In addition, 
many are fed “brewers” slop” and 
these give Milk and cream of a 
chalky white color. 

The report asserts that cows in 
city deiries are not tuberculin- 
tested and that even though § they 
come into the city free from tubercu- 
losis, as is asserted, it is unlikely 
that they remain free from it during 
the time they are contributing to the 
milk supply.

summer of 1911 it was found to con- 
tain far less bacteria than other 
“loose” milk. 

The report asserts that city milk is 
a diminishing factor in the milk 
problem, because there are fewer 
city dairies and cows each year. 

Another small division of the source 
of supply are dairies near the city 
which deliver milk to the consumer by 
wagon direct. Some of these are con- 
sidered first class by the report but 
they are said to sell their milk for 
from 15 to 2 cents @ cuart. Others 
are of a lower order, belonging to 
more backward and obdurate city 
dairymen who have moved beyond the 
city limits in order to get away from 
the supervision of the Health Depart- 
ment. 

The dominating factor in the situa- 
tion, according to the report, is that 
milk which comes into the city by 
railroad. This amounted in 1911 to 
some 30,000 galions a day, which came 
from 4500 to 5000 farms scattered over 
eastern Missouri and western ITlinois. 
Three-fifths to four-fifths of it came 
from Illinois. 


Women Visited 64 Farms. 

Miss Moore and Mrs. Weiss investi- 
gated 64 farms selected at random in 
Illinois and Missouri. More than half 
of those visited had cow stables with 
dirt floors and lacked any kind of 
drainage facilities. The only farmers 
who had thelr cows tested were the 
owners of pure-bred stock and these 
were rare. 

The report then takes up the effects 
of impure milk on the public health. 
The report shows by figures that epl- 
demics of typhoid, scarlet fever and 
diphtheria, had been traced to impure 
milk in 1900. Besides these diseases 
and that of tuberculosis, many nutri- 
tional and digestive diseases are di- 
rectly traceable to impure milk, :

The United Railways Co. was or- 
ganized in 1899 to succeed the Cen- 
tral Traction Co. which had procured 
valuable franchise rights in St. Louls 
through the agency and activity of 
Robert M. Snyder of Kansas City. It 
developed in the beodle trials that 
Snyder paid $260,000 in bribes to 
members of the Municipal Assenibly 
to get the Central Traction fran- 
chise. 

Brown Bros. & Co, were the promot- 
ers of the United Railways Co. and be- 
gan their activities in St. Louls soon 
after the Central Traction franchise was 
passed.

‘Nimrods who have gone afield con- 
tinue to report scarcity of quau and the 
fact. that these birds dropped to the 








guns, in the main, are but half grown. 


These reports come from North, South 
and West. There are quail, it is true, 
but nothing at all to what might be ex- 
pected. Men who spotted places last 
year and found Bob White plentiful, 
have returned this year to find a tew 
immature birds, and these in pairs. Close 
at home the paucity is more. noticeable. 

And as I have stated in these columns, 
this condition is not due to the hunter, 
but to the elements and the natural 
enemies of the birds, foxes and other 
four-footed vandals, and hawks, The 
terrific winter of last year killed thou- 
sands and thousands. The high water 
depleted the seed and so we have late- 
hatch coveys, and these in small wun 
bers, to shoot over. 

These conditions should bring us to & 
pause in our hunting, unless we can 
find spots where there is an over- 
abundance of Bob White. The quail is 
known as the chief remaining game bird 
in this State. It is a biped of civiliza- 
tion and flourishes where protected. I 
am not going into an ‘ornithelogical 
question (i. e. some hold that our bird 
is neither the quail nor the partridge), 
but I am going to do my best to save 
Bob White from extinction. And to do 
that I must appeal direct to the sports- 
man’s instinct. 


We all know that the qual] of our 
State lays from eight to eighteen eggs. 
In years like this, when the birds are 
small and young, there seéms to be & 
general belief that the birds rear two 
broods. This is fallacious. Only where 
the nest. of the bird may be broken 
up or the: first brood destroyed when 
very young may this be expected, and 
then not always. The renesting in ex- 
traordinary cases is very late, hence 
the small birds for the hunter. I may 
gay without fear of contradiction, heavy 
rains which, as I say, Gestroy the nests 
or drown the puff balls, alone cause this 
renesting. 

Is a Prey Night and Day. 

The quail is admittedly wary. Yet 
it is prey day and night. It has to 
hide in the timber at day to dodge 
hawks. At night it roosts on the ground. 
The bird instinctively Knows its danger 
and, seeking repose at night, flies often 
a considerable distance in order to pre- 
vent being trailed to its roosting places 
by nocturnal animal prowlers. If you 
trace a covey of quail at early morn 
Git is easy because the bird utters its 
“Bob White” several times at waking 
time), you will find they landed at their 
roost {in a compact bunch; that. they 
nestled close together with the} heads 
to the outside, and if you cou creep 
up on the sleeping birds at night you 
would find each head tucked under the 
outer wing, one eye free and in such 
position ag to enable it. to take wing 
at the slightest alarm and not interfere 
with its neighbor. And this sentinel- 
like arrangement is a guard against the 
surprise that Mr. Weasel, Mr. Mink, 
Mr. Fox and the house “~. always 
plan for Bob White. 


But winter is Bob White's nemesis, 
and last winter was the hardest he 
has rad in a decade. I have been in- 
formed that whole coveys were kicked 
out of drifts last spring, frozen to 
death. In fact all game suffered, but 
none of it Hke poor Bob White. Sw 
brothers, if you find him scarce where 
you go, spare the little fellow..

MANIA FOR KILLING BOYS 





Writer Tells Buffalo Police He 
Is From Prominent Family— 
Cards From Boston. 





By Associated Press. 
BUFFALO, N. Y¥., Nov. 16.—Confes- 


sion of at least three murders and 
intimation that ‘“‘there are more,’’. was 
the startling disclosure contained in 
postal cards from the slayer of 6-year- 
old Joseph Jésephs, received by the 
police and made public here tonight. 
The murder of the Josephs boy, whose 
bedy in badly decomposed fragments 
was found today near his tonte m Lack- 
awanna, N. Y., after a search of more 
than a year, is believed by the police to 
be but one of a long series of similar 
crimes committed throughout the coun- 
try by the man who, according to his | 
own confessions, has an irresistible ma- 


nia for killing boys. 


Today’s discovery was made by fol- 
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the minute instructions con- 
the cards. 

Josephs disappeared on the 
afternoon of Oct. 12, 1911. It was be- 
lieved at first that- he had been 
drowned, but his father, George Jo- 
sephs, a prominent mérchant of Lacka- 
wanha, insisted the boy had been kid- 
naped and a wide search was insti- 
tuted. The case attracted attention, as 
the father from time to time received 
anonymous letters warning him to dis- 
continue the search under threat that 
his son would be murdered. 

Tells of Murder in Park. 

Today's cevelopments indicate tie 
murderer took this means of creating 
the belief that the boy was still alive. 

In one postal card mailed from Bos- 
ton, the unknown writer speaks of mur- 
dering a boy in Central Park, New York 
City. It reads: 

“Wednesday night, Dec. 10, 1902, I en- 
ticed (Michael Ricao Cruck, a newsboy, 
into’ the park opposite the entrance to 
the Arsenal Police Station. I strangled 
him and just escaped the officer who 
found him. Three times have I taken 
life, 12 times have I tried and cannot 
help it.” 


Another unsigned card dated Boston 
Mass:, Nov. 9, 191%, and written appar- 
ently by the same person, says the writ- 
er “unfortunately had too much money,”

“Boston, Mass., Sept. 17, 1912.—If you 
only knew the remorse in my heart on 
account of the murders I have committ- 
ted as the result of my homicidal mania, 
even you and? George Josephs would 
pity me. I am writing this just getting 
over another drunk to try and forget 
the ones I killed, but Hike Banquo’s 
ghost, it will not down.

Most of the evidence to support the 
charges of infeldity in a divorce petition

It was their son Ralph, 29 years old, 
Mrs. Wilder says, who got first knowl- 
edge that his father was leading a ‘gay 
life and then helped his mother follow 
the trail, though with lopg lapses, 
through the 30 years of their married 
life to the time thag@ Wilder was a single 
man. , 

The Wilders have two children, Beu- 
lah, 26 years old, and Ralph. Before 
he decided to take employment in one of 
his father’s string of small town banks, 
Ralph aspired to be a great detective 
and to that end became connected with 
the Chicago branch of the Thiel Agency. 
However, he later gave that up and 
was employed at his father’s bank in 
Stuttgart, Ark., when the elder Wilder 
visited there last June. 

Misdirected Letter Gives Clew. 

“While my husband was in Stutt- 
gart,’’ said Mrs, Wilder, ‘‘he wrote to a 
woman who resides in North Spring 
avenue, near Olive street. He a/l- 
dressed the envelope wrongly to South 
Spring avenue. The letter went back 
to Stuttgart and my son got hold of it. 
He came home with it to me. 

“I opened the letter, and when I read: 
‘Only 24 hours till I am with my little 
dear again,’ I saw it was time for me 
to look around. Ralph and I looked iv- 
gether and we found that the Spring 
avenue woman was not the only one. 
There were five or six others. 

“Then I found a diary in his dresser 
which opened my eyes still more. It 
contained such entries as these, witi 
dates given: 

*“ *Visited Mrs. J. S. from 1 to 4. Had 
fin’ time. 

“Visited Kate from 12 to 5. She: want- 
ed a diamond ring. Most enjoyable aft- 
ernoon, though. 

“Visited Kate from 12 to 3 Took 
her the dlamond ring.’ ”’ 

Mrs. Wilder says that while she was 
vn the hunt she also found another 
diary, a very old one, ;-which cohvinced 
her that when her husband looked into 
her eye one bright spring evening in‘ 
the May of 1882 and told her she was 
the first and only girl he had ever loved, 
he was saying something then that was 
‘not wholly the truth ff the diary of his 
youth is to be believed. 

Diary Sprightly Reading. 

This older diary -chronicled the ro- 
mances of Charles A, Wilder only up 
to the time of his marriage, but it is 
sprightly reading, his wife says, and 
shows that the now 60-year-old broker 
was quite a captivating youth in his 
day if his autobiography jotted down at 
a time when the events were fresh in 
his mind is to be credited. 

Mrs. Wilder says suspicion began 
to-smolder in her heart when her 
husband went to the Jamestown Ex- 
pesition in 1907 and left her at home 
alone. 

“He was gone three weeks," she 
said, “and “when he returned he 
brazenly told me that he had met 
the best woman in the world.

PRAISES AMERICAN GIRLS 


| She Predicts Yankee Energy and 


Ambition Will Win’ High 
Laurels in Music. 


“I Ike so much the wax the suffra- 
gettes of St. Louis are conducting their 
campaign for the ballot. It is so wom- 
anly, so dignified, so splendidly in con- 
trast with the tactics employed by the 
women of England that I am charmed 
with it,’’\ said Madame Eimma Calve, 
the famous French diva te a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Saturday morning. 

“The idea of giving musicales, teas, 
luncheons and receptions and of dis- 
cussing in a genteel manner the polit- 
ical question of suffrage, as it is being 
done today by hundreds of your charm- 
ing St. Louis women, is such,a truly 
feminine method of doing things that 
I am all but tempted to enroll myself 
under their flying colors. 

“In England I am disgusted with the 
suffragettes. Their methods are too 
vulgar. Parading streets, throwing 
rocks, insulting ministers, defying the 
police—bah! these things are despica- 
ble and appear the more so when one 
gets a close view of your St. Louis 
girls at work in the same: cause. 

. Women Rule France, 

“In France, where we, too, have a 
republic, the French women have not 
embraced with any degree of enthugi- 
asm the idea of participating in poli- 
tics. As our history shows,” she con- 
tinued, with a charming smile, “we 
have ruled the country without it. 
“But, seriously speaking, the women 
of France think art a more noble field 
of endeavor and home a more beautiful 
domain of action than the tumult of 
politics. I, of course, am interested 
solely in my work and in my domestic 
life. It is my aim to sing, and to sing 
well. 
a good one.” 

At this point Gallilleo Gasparri, 
Madame Calve’s handsome young hus- 
band, who was in the room, turned 
impetuously to the reporter and ex- 
citedly stammeréd in halting English: 
“Ah, she is wonderful; a wife beyond 
compare. I am fortunate,” and he al- 
lowed his big eyes to close and his 
shoulders to sag until he was — 


incarnate, 


“But your American girls are so ener- 
getic, so active, so regolute,’’ contin- 
ued Madame Calve, smiling at her hus- 
band, ‘“‘that I guess such hum-drum 
things as life in a cottage as glorious 
Camille, the unfortunate, pictured it 
—all roses and sunshine and love—would 
not appeal to their ambition. It would 
be too poetic, too idealistic. They must 
feel the touch of the practical; its 
roughness and vicissitudes, 

Certain to Get Vote. 
“They will get equal suffrage because 
they want it, ard nothing can halt 
their energy. It is so in music. Your 
American girls, with their vaulting am- 
bitions, stop at nothing, and today, be- 
cause of this trait of perseverance and 
love of work, all but top my profes- 
sion. 
“I intend some day to open a school 
in my castle in Southern France, “in 
the heart of the mountains, and there 
I will surround myself with the pick of 
your young, aspiring American singers, . 
and when the time has come I will 
show to the world an artist unsurpass- 
able. America is the future temple of 
music, 

“But I am sure my nightingale of the 
future will not be recruited from the 
rafks of the suffragettes,’ she added, 
laughingly, 
ruin their volces talking so resolutely 
from ‘the stump,’ as you term it in 
America. Perhaps this is why I am 
such a poor suffragette—because I hate 
to see sO many rich young voices sac- 
rificed on the altar of politica. I am 
jealous of its power.”

Former Officer Solicits Proxies 
of Big Interests — Acute 
Differences Injected. 





Several changes in the directorate 
of the National Bank of Commerce 
are expected to be made within a few 
days as a result of the movement 
started by large stockholders to oust 
President Ben F. Edwards and his 
associates from the management of 


the bank. The protesting sharehold- 
ers, who are said to own or coptrol 
approximately one-third of the 109,- 
000 shares of capital stock, desire 


representatives on the board in place 
of John Nickerson, resigned, and 
Samuel C. Dodd, who died recently. 
The Edwards administration will 
be urged also, it Is understood, to 
name men, representing substantial 
stock interests, in place of Edward 
Hidden, George Lane Edwards, W. L. 
McDonald and C. S. Clarke, whose to- 
tal holdings are comparatively insig- 
nificant. George Lane Edwards is a 
brother of the president. 
. President Edwards has told inquir- 
ing stockholders that he is ready to 
make these changes in the near fu- 
ture, possibly before the annual 
meeting of stockholders in January. 
Doesn’t Expect Serious Breach. 
lie does not believe, so he jnformed | 
a Post- -~Dispatch reporter, that a seri- 
ous breach is likely notwithstandt7‘s% 
the activities of 1e Stockholders’ 
Protective Committee, headed by Nel- 
sen W. McLeod, ‘president of the Ger- 


Rebstock, wholesale liquor dealer; 
Guido Pantaleoni, capitalist and At- 
torney Lockett Edwards, acting for 
the heirs of the late William H. 
Thompson. The Thompson interests

Jacob Lampert, cigar manufacturer, 
who holds.400 shares of Commerve 
stock, subscribed yesterday’ to the 
proposed reorganization. 

Financiers close to the-Edwards ad-

and Robert S. Brookings for the Bank; 


of Commerce directorate. West is § 


chairman of the Board of Directors of, 
the St. Louis Union Trust Co., of 
which McMillan is president and Brook- 
ings a director. Negcotlations looking 
to the selection of these men gave rise 
to a rumor that the Edwards forces 
were-favorable to McMillan for presi- 
dent of the Bank of Commerce. 

Present plans of the reorganfZation 
committee contemplate the election of 
Nelson W. McLeod as president and 
E. C. Simmons, president of the Sim- 
mons Hardware Co., for the position 
of chairman of the Board of Directors. 
Because of the sharp conflict of influ- 
ential financial interests, acute differ- 
ences have been injected into the fight. 
A large stockholder who refused to 
sign a proxy for his stock gave as a 
reason that the deduction of $5,748,729.25 
from the bank's surplus on the erder 
of the Government bank examiners was 
due to the mismanagement of a for- 
mer administration.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—Before 
the machinéry of the Democrats, who 
won the presidency, the Senate and 
the House of Represéntatives at the 
last’ election, runs smoothly, some 
personal differences between William 
J. Bryan and the leaders of Congress 
must be ironed out. 

The present leaders of the Demo- 
cratic wing of the Senate, Senator 
Thomas S. Martin of Virginig an4 
Senator F. H. Simmons of North Caro- 
lina, ranking member of the Finance 
Committee, and Speaker Champ 
Clark and Majority: Leader Oscar W. 
Underwood of theHouse have been 
opposed at variotis times by Bryan, 
whose efforts helped to b ing about 
the nomination of Gov. Wilson. 


Underwood denounced Bryan in the, 


House last session, Speaker Clark 
has not recovered from the blow that 
Bryan gave his candidacy at Balti- 
more. Senater Martir was opposed 
for the leadership of the Senate mi- 
nority by Bryan last year. 

Bryan has been here a week but 
has not seen Clark. Béfore the Bal- 
timore convention Bryan andi Clark 
were good friends. They never lost 
an opportunity to call each other up 
or to confer on party matters, But 
not so this time. The friends of Clark 
do not believe that it would be safe 
for Bryan and Clark to meet; It is 
known that Clark has intimated that 
he would never speak to Bryan again. 

Leaders on Good Terms, 

Clark, Underwood and Martin are 
on the best of terms with Presiiden*¢- 
elect Wilson. Underwood has an- 
nounced that he and Wilson will work 
together on the tariff. Senator Mar- 
tin and Underwood have a working 
understanding with each other. 

Leading Democrats agree with Sen- 
ator John Sharp Wiliams that the 
work of the extra session should be 
confined to tariff and trust legisla- 
tion. Bills ‘reducing the tariff on 
metals, wool, cotton andi sugar will 
be passed by the House early in the 
session and later the chemical and 
minor schedules will be taken up. 

The Ways and Means Committee 
has collected tariff information ob- 
tained by tariff experts. It was said 
by Chief Clerk Roper of the Com- 
mittee today that there will be no 
necessity for a long fight over any of 
the tariff bills; 

Underwood Dominant Factor 

The Ways and Means Committee, 
as it is now composed, will not be 
changed much by the new Congress. 

Unless there is an unlooked-for 
revolution in the House, Oscar W. 
Underwood wilt be the dominant fac- 
tor in framing tariff measures, as he 
was last session. He has the best or- 
ganized committee.in Congress. His 
subcommittees @ Rui be put to work on 
the various pe Paco by the day the ex- 
tra session convenes and one sched- 
ule after another will be brought out 
as they were in the last extra session, 
The Ways and Means Committee, as 
far as the Democrats go, is a har- 
monious organization. 

Senator Simmons, who is tn line of 
promotion to thé chairmanship of the 
Finance Committee, is on friendly 
terms with Underwood. He has said 
that he will redeem the pledges of 
the Democratio platform as adopted 
at Baltimore. Senators Martin and 
Simmons will arrive here next week, 
Underwood is due Wednesday, 

Bryans Going to Florida. 

President-elect Wilson and the 
leaders of Congress worked in har- 
mony during the campaign. They will 
work together in Washington, it Is 
believed, and Wilson will be the buf- 
fer betwen the leaders of the Senate 
and and the House and the Nebras- 
kan. 

It is known that Bryan’s choice 
for chairman of the Finance Commit- 
tee is not Senator Simmons. He 
would like to se Senator Gore fill 
that place. The indications are that 
Simmons will get the.place. Noses 
have been counted and it looks that 
way to Simmons’ friends. 

Mr. and Mrs. Bryan will 
Florida tomorrow for a rest.

Gray has fdllowed the history of the 
Standard Oil Co. in Texas for years, 
particularly since the Security Oil Co., 
and the Corsicana Refining’ Co., Stand- 
ard Oll properties, weré ousted from 
Texas in 1909. d 


Witness Before Grand Jury. 

Gray charges the Rockefeller in- 
terests bouglit in the properties of 
the Security Oil Co.,, and the Corsi- 
cana Refining Co,, and organized the 
Magnolia Petroleum Co., and, that, al- 
though ousted from Texas, the Stan- 
tard O11 Co. has continued to do 
business there. 

Gray was a witness before the Fed- 
eral grand jury in Dallas in: August. 
As a@ result of the investigation, 
Archbold, president of the Standard 
Oil Co. of New Jersey; Teagle, a 
director of the same company, and 
Folger, president of the Standard Oil 
Co. of New York, were indicted with 
a number of less important persons 
in the business.

HOUSE RATE UNCHANGED 


Policy Is to Increase Consump- 
tion, as Was Done in 
Residence Districts. 


A reduction in rates for electric 
light and power for commercial pur- 
poses to become effective Der. 1 was 
announced yesterday by the Union 
Electric Light and Power Co. The de- 
crease in price will result in a saving 
of about $100,000 annually to owners of 
stores, factories and business estab- 
lishments, according to A. C. Einstein, 
vice-president and general manager 
of the company. The rates for resi- 
dence lighting will remain unchanged, 

The most important changes and 
concessions granted by the company 
in the new schedule are: 

1. A material rediction in power 
rates to a maximum of 6 cents a kilo- 
watt. The present maximum on this 
claes of service is 10 cents a kilowatt. 

2. Hstablishing a minimum charge 
of $1 monthly for exclusive lighting 
service in commercial establishments. 
The present mintmum charge is based 
on a sliding scale, amounting to $100 
monthly in some cases, 

Lighf Current at Power Rate. 

8. Alllowing lighting current to be 
paid for under power contracts where 
not more than 20 per cent of the total 
current puged is for lighting purposes, 
Under the present schedule the power 
and lighting rates are separate, the 
lighting rate being higher than for 
power. 

4. Establishing short-time rates 
for consumers of light or power un- 
til it can be ascertained which class 
of contract is best fitted to consum- 
ers use based on the consumption of 
this character.

Christmas Gift Planned. 

An annual reduction in rates as a 
Christmas gift to consumers of elec- 
tric current in St. Louis is planne: 
by Union Electric, Einstein said. Th 
result of two former reductions i. 
light rates for residences has beei. 
to increase the number of customers 
and increase the consumption of cur- 
rent, he said. 

This shows, according to Einstein, 
that it is profitable to the company 
to decrease the price per kilowatt 
hour if the increase in consumption 
«-produces a greater gross revenue. He 


said that the gross revenue this year | 


will be almost equal to the revenue 
of former years, notwithstanding the 
rate reductions. 

The present reduction in rates will 
apply to stores, wholesale houses, 
factories, and all “kinds of business 
establishments using: electric light. 
The minimum charges on the pres- 
ent “ready-to-serve” basis will be 
greatly reduced and will be based 
On the current actually: used instead 
of on monthly estimates. 

New Classificntion Made, 

A new classification has been made 
which includes stereopticans, mov- 
ing picture machines, charging stor- 
age batteries, photographers, electro 
plating and arc lamps and rectifiers. 
These, will be classed as power-equip- 
ment, and will pay a ‘power rate. 
At present the owners of this class 
of apparatus must pay lighting rates 
for service. 

The greatest reduction is in the 
storage service by yearly contract. 
The maximum charge now is 10 cents 
a kilowatt hour for the first 100 
kilowatts, with a minimum of 3 cents 


for users of 600 kilowatts a month. } 


Under the new rate the maximum for 
the first 100 kilowatts will be 6 cents, 
with a reduction for each 200 kilo- 
watts until 3 cents is reached. 
For customers who do not. desire 
to sign yearly contracts a short-time 
rate is made, revocable at any time. 
When the consumer decides which 
class of service is best adapted to 
his needs he may order that service 


and will be given credit for any 


higher rate he has paid under his 
temporary contract.

“M. F.,” whose books with the iden- 
tity of the author\ hidden by those 
initials, have recently created some- 
thing of a literary stir over the coun- 
try, has been discovered. 

She is Miss Mary Fisher, a teacher of 
Frence and English at McKinley High 
School and she lives at. 2325 Whitte- 
more place. A Post-Dispatch reporter 
found her at her home last night and 
she admitted to him it was she who 
wrote “The Journal of a Recluse,” 
“Kirstie,” and “A Valiant Woman.’’ 

Although an attempt to keep her in- 
cognito had been successful to a certain 


extent for more than three years, the 
secret had spread among her literary 
friends. When she was asked to verify 
it she laughingly said she supposed 


any longer. : 

In the course of a chat of more than 
an hour she admitted that earlier in 
her career she had published several 
books under her own name, that she 
had afterwards refrained from produc- 


then launched ‘‘The Journal of a Rec- 
luge,” seeking to hide behind anonym- 
ity as she watched its reception by the 
men of letters. 


Novel a Big Success. 

The novel brought a success that had 
never come to her earlier works. 
Critics here and abroad discussed it 
and strove to penetrate the mystery of 
its authorship. It was ascribed to one 
person and another of literary fame. 
The one petson it. was not ascribed to 
was the unobtrusive St. Louis school 
teacher. 

There were arguments phout the sex 
of the author. One critic by conclu- 
sive reasoning, based upon internal 
criticism, said it was undoubtedly the 
work of a.man. From the virility of its 
style and forcefulness of its thinking 
he even declared he could name the 
man. 

All of which. helped the sales of the 
book and the publishers wrote to Miss 
Fisher for another. She sént ‘Kirstie’ 
to them. They liked it and asked her 
if she had any other work to submit. 
She sent along the manuscript of “A 
Valiant Woman.”’ 

The two were given out to the public 
this autumn and found immediate ac- 
ceptance with the critics. They were 
reviewed extensively in yesterday's 
Post-Dispatch. Miss Fisher said she 
had received many other criticisms in 
which the books had been given care- 
ful attention and that these criticisms 





had come from! many parts of the 
country and from England.

She is a pleasant-faced, 
woman, and her personality reflects 
the good-humored common sense which 
is the most marked characteristic of 
her novels.

The walls are covered: with the. good 
books of half a. dozen languages, while 
scattered around indiscriminately on 
tables,

attempt at writing was a monograph 
produced 16 years ago which she called 
“Twenty-five Letters on English Au- 
thors.“ This was followed by a book 
called “A General Survey of American 
Literature.”’ After that she ‘tried a 
novel, which she called ‘Gertrude Dor- 
rance,”” which succeeded but indiffer- 
ently. “A Group of French Critics,’’ 
which did not attract the attention it 
appeared to deserve was her last ef- 
fort under her own name.

This feat of apparent mind-reading has proved 
so successful in destroying the last vestige of 
the client’s latent scepticism and in inspiring in 
him a perfect confidence iu the medium, that it 
has become one of the great stand-bys of. clair- 
voyants. After this test, the visitor is usually 
reduced to such a state of mirid that he will be- 
lieve with sacred faith whatever the necromancer 
chooses to tell him. ' 

Yet the marvel was not wrought by 
powers, but by a cheap and gross swinule. The 
seer’s solemn air, his trance-like absorption, his 
ominous glance and his contortions are merely 
what is known on the stage “business.” He is 
simply acting for his audience of one. 

The explanation of his triumph would be seen 
if the visitor had been able to follow the move- 
nents of the attendant who met him in the ante- 
room. This person, he might have noticed, car- 
ried away with her, when she departed to ac- 
quaint her master with the presence of a caller, 
the block of paper upon the top sheet of which 
the client wrote the information with which the 
medium afterwards amazed him. 

In a third room she hastily seized a phial con- 
taining a powder called Prussian blue, and with 
this dusted the surface of the third sheet below 
that on which the visitor wrote. She spread the 
sheet flat upon a piece of glass and scraped the 
paper with a knife. The result was that a dupli- 
pate of the client's writing appeared, in distinct, 
blue characters, which the wizard, at one glance. 
grasped and memorized. 


The tracing paper is prepared by coating it 
with white spermaceti wax or with paraffine, 
which retains an exact replica of the writing on 
the paper above it. Sometimes the medium pre- 
pares this paper himself. But it is cheaper and 
more convenient tq purchase it from a New York 
firm which supplies it at 60 cents a dozen sheets. 
Each sheet makes four pages of the size of the 
usual writing block, and each page may be used 
three or four times before the overlapping writ- 
ings become confused. So that the seeker of oc- 
cult knowledge has been duped by a not very 
clever device which cost the medium about one- 
fourth of a cent. 

Sometimes the trick is varied, as I discovered 
when I paid an amusing cal! upon a well-known 
Olive street medium. This personage sat at a 
desk opposite me. He handed me a piece of pa- 
per which I noticed was already creased for fold- 
ing, and told me to write three questions upon 
it, which be would answer for the sum of 56

Cents. I was then to fold the paper and place it 


in the wizard’s hand. 

He lifted the paper to his forehead and pressed 
it to bis brow, ‘to get connection,” as he said. 
Having been a professional magician for several 
years, I was able to follow his movements more 
closely, than an untrained would have been 


been dead three years, but I answered in the neg- 
ative. ‘You will live to be 76 years old,” pro- 
nounced the clairvoyant. 

Then he picked up the dummy paper from be- 
fore me, pressed it to his brow “to destroy the 
connection,” palmed it for the genuine paper and 
piaced this on the table.

By examining the appearance of their custom- 
ers fortune-tellers can usually inform themselves 
whether they are prosperous or poor, in good 
health or bad, A safe guess which palmists in St. 
Louis often use, relying on the climate, is: “You 
are troubled with a cough once in a while.” 

The tricks by which clairvoyants learn the 
identity of their clients and crude surmises based 
on obvious facts which are employed by palmists, 
are the stock in trade with which both kinds of 
grafters operate. Such is the willingness of the 
public to be buncombed that they need little Ise, 
With a little information craftily obtained or 
with a few “sure thing” guesses, they are usual- 
lv able to obtain the fullest confidence of their 
gulls. But some mediums employ more ambitious 
devices. 

There are seers who perform table-tilting by 
means of a belt to which are attacned rods which 
pass under the edge of the table. There are 
others who. simulate table-rapping by means of 
a metal disk attached to one knee with which 
they tap the table-leg. 

I was once present at a seance in which am 
swers to questions were given by a wooden hand 
which, for some mysterious reason, would tflt its 
fingers down until they struck the table. One 
rap meant “yes,” and two meant “no.” The med- 
ium, during this exhibition, seemed to be sunk 
in a deep trance. But I heard his foot move un- 
der the table, and later saw in the carpet a pro- 
tuberance made by the key of an electric switch.

In spite of its great fame the British Museum 
Library is the youngest ofthe great libraries of 
Eufope, dating only from the 
eighteenth eentury. The history of the Biblio 
theque Nationale of Paris, the Vatican Library 
and the libraries of Munich and Vienna goes back 
for many centuries. Cambridge University Ii- 
brary dates from the fifteenth century, the Bod- 
lelan at Oxford from 1602, the wambeth Library 
from 1605. 

The British Museum Library was founded by 
act of Parliament in 1753 and opened in 1759, 
but the present building was not completed and 
opened unti) 1849. 

Wheh tne famous librarian sir Antony Panizzi 
became keeper in 1837 he found a collection of 
240,000 volumes. When he retired in 1866 he left 
a Wbrary of 1,600,000 books. Today the library 
contains raore than 4,000,000 volumes, placed 
upon nearly 50 miles of shelves.

The library is increased every year by about 
115,000 “pieces,” a piece meaning anything from 
a single sheet or a part of a magazine to a book 
ia any number of volumes.

The nearest estimate Dr. Fortescue can make of 
the additional number of volumes each year is 
av average of 60,000, so that the library increases 
b, a million volumes every 20 years. 

It may now be said to contain upward of 4, 
500,000 volumes. The yearly additions may be 
roughly apportioned as follows: Thirty thousand 
complete boo's or pamphlets, about half of which 
are delivered under the British copyright act, the 
remainder being purchased or presented; 70,000 
are parte or volumes of books and periodicals; 
10,000 are volumes or pieces of music; 2000 are 
maps;, and 4000 are parliamentary papers or of- 
ficial publications, British and foreign.

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NATURAL BRIDGES .IN UTAH 


MONG the wonders of the West which the 
Government has taken under its care ar 
the remarkable natural bridges of Utah, 

which are, so far as is known, without a peer. 
In 1908 these three bridges, the Caroline, Augus- 
ta and Edwin, were set aside as national monu- 
ments, and later certain caves and springs near 
by were added to the reserved area. 

dt is difficult to give an adequate idea of these 


stupendous arches and so far they have heen seen’ 


by few persons, for it is a trip of days across the 
desert to reach them, but accurate measurements 
have been taken and excellent photogravhs con- 
vey some notion of their size and shape. The 
popular way of reaching these curiosities ‘s frum 
Bluff, Utah, where one can obtain-a guid and 
outfit. Thence you proceed throurh drv washes. 
old stream beds and sage-covered mesas to the 
great bridges which loom up in White Canyon 
far from the beaten path of man. 

The White Canyon itself is many miles long and 
the bridges spring from its steep, light huff vata, 
the three being within a distance of five milzs:

if she were a true pyromaniac, her — heredity 
would be shown in some way to be tainted. Un- 
der his questions she told of an aunt aiflicted 
with epileptic fits, of an uncle deported from 
New York for insanity, and of other xelatives 
addicted to alcoholism,’ which, Dr. Hughes be- 
lieves, causes 90 per cent of the cases of epilepsy. 
Thus, he pointed out, are the sins of the fathers 
visited upon the children. 

When once the restraints are overtbrowa, says 
Dr. Hughes, it is impossible to foresee what 
form of monomenia wil] leap to the surface.

At the Windermere Hotel all the guests were et 
home apd abed at 2:50 a. m., when the fire was 
started. But for the wakefulness of Dr. Williai- 
scn, who smelled smote and extinguished the 
blaze, the Berlin Hotel catastrophe mighi have 
been repeated with multiplied horrors. 

Dr. Hustes found an explanation for this ter- 
rih'e inconsistency of character in a sudden Ict- 
tine co of the inhibition centers of the biain.

psychic “state.” It occurs ia persons subject to 
epilepsy when the cisease does oat manifest it- 
self in fits, hut in aets of more or ‘ess derange- 
ment. These acts are doue in a sort of sonambu- 
listic state, he holds, and are only indistinctly re- 
membered when the awa‘ening comes. Girls of 
Mis# Arnold’s age, he asse ts, are lixble to sud- 
den mental disturbances lecsuse the character is 
yuitienlarly unstable du:ine the voutnaful years 
o” development; and these disturbances will be 
the mere violent ff there ‘sone constitutiona’ 
brain defect. 

Holding svch beliefs. Dr. Hughes ts convinced 
that Miss Arnold, although sbe has perhaps ar 
unusual sense of the distinc.ion between right 
and wrong, was not morally responsible for th: 
burning of the Berlin Hotel. If held responsible 
by the law, she could be put to death for murder. 
But he is persuaded that she conld not have re- 
frained from the crime, and thet. with exreful 
treatnyent and with the mental stability wiich 
would come with maturity, she would in time be 
completely freed from incendiary provensities 

“Miss Arnold’s case,’ said Dr. M. A. Bliss, 
another St. Louis neurologist, “is more patholo- 
gical than criminal. Although no witroscope 
would reveal it,, there is some defect present, 
which is usually led up to by abnormal! heredity. 
Monomanias rarely occur in sound stocls.” 

Unlike Dr. Hugbes; Dr. Bliss does rot consider 
pyromeania to be only a sporadic and isolated out- 
burst, but believes it to be a symptom of a pro- 
found derangement of character. He compares 
it to an island which appears solitary in the sea. 
but which, if the water were drawn away, would

“The impulse to set fire to things,” continue: 
he, “is most often exhibited in young female 
during their emergence from girlhood. Often th: 
pleasure of seeing things burn and hearing the 
crackling of flame dates from early childhood. 


“Pyromania is a form of impulsive insanity, 
which may either \dominate the personality con- 
tinuously, or recur in paroxysms. It is a morbid 
tendency, such as, in a less harmful form, com- 
pels a man to touch every fifth post he passes. 
or steal out in the night to topple over two 
stones on top of a wall, the presence of which 


_had caused him an absurd discomfort. 


“Firebugs usually feel a sense of relief if they 
succeed in setting a fire and disappointment if 
they fail. Some are sufficiently morbid to fee! 
indifferent to the loss of human life. Some 
are so enraptured with the sight of fire that it 
does not occur to them to feel remorse. Others. 
however, have a keen abhorrence of their deeds. 


“it Is not unuaual for girl pyromaniacs to be 
altrective In a childish, shy sort of way. They 
are unstable and seclusive. The mania usually 
attacks them during the years of devclepment _ 
when there is less resistance, physical and men- 
tal, to paychopathic states. ‘ 

“There is undoubtedly a mystical quality cf fire 
which works upon the esthetic sensibilities. Near- 
ly every normal person enjoys sitting before a 
grate and hearing the flames crackle. But in 
pyromaniacs this admiration of fire rises to a 
morbid pitch.” 

Discussing the case df Miss Arnold, Dr. Frank 


R. Fry, psychiatrist, sald: 


“A pyromaniac commits arson because he 
she cannot help it, but fs dominated by an ira- 
perative tendency te-set fire to something. This 
tendency cannot be thwarted by an act of the wil! 
on the part of the firebug. I believe this girl 
set fire to the Rerlin Hotel to relieve a deqener- 
ate craving which {t would have heen impossible 
for ber to control.
